in a house, sbop or building owned by 
him, knowingly permits the setting up 
managing or drawing of such lottery, o 
the sale of a lottery ticket, or absre of a 
ticket, or any token or device entitling 
the holder to a share of or interest in i 
prize, or who knowingly suffers money or 
other property to bo rujftt-l for in such 
house, sbop or building; or whoever sells 
or offers for sale, or bat in bis possession 
with intent to sell, any ticket m any such 
tottery, shJI, for each uf the above of- 
fencei, be Used not exceeding |3,000.— 
And whoever prints, publishes, distrib- 
utes or circulates any advertisement ol 
any lottery ticket, or Invites any other 
person to purchase or receive the same, 
shall, for eacb offense, be fined not less 
than $100. And all persons wbo commit 
either uf the above onenacs, after convlc 
tion shall be confined one yeai1 m the 
county Jail, besides paying the One of 
$100; and all sums of money, and every 
valuable thing drawn as a prize io any 
lottery, shall no forfeited, HOU may be re- 
coveVed by Information filed on behalf of 
the People of the State of Illinois. 


Now the above is as clear as sunlight; 


and no church, no toclety, has any more 
right to break those !aws than the mean 
est private citizen ; »nd all churches and 
societies ought to be held to the above 
.aws, for If your children am taught In 
the name of a church or temperance to 
violate the law, who can blame them for 
Becoming gamblers on their own account? 
We understand that the recent fair held 
at the Tabernacle will be looked into by 
the grand jury, and if the temperance 
wople Intend to violate the law they, too, 
will be looked after.

1 Recollection ef the War-Some of Hli 


Prison Experience. 


Lllohflold Monitor, Off. nth. 


In the latter half of the jear 1864 


the writer, being then on duty at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., was ordered to accompany 
a flag of truce to the city of Hernando, 
Miss. On arriving at that place we 
found a large number of Union prison- 
ers who bad been brought from the Ca- 
hawba prison, Alabama, in exchange for 
an equal number of rebel prisoners pre- 
viously surrendered by Gen. C. C. Wash- 
born. In addition to the soldiers were 
several civilians. Of these I recall very 
distinctly a Mr. Rea, of Decalur, and a 
most entertaining companion I found 
him on the long ride from Hernando to 
Memphis. 


lie related to me hii experience in 


the Sunny South ; how he came down 
from Illinois to visit his brother-in-law, 
who died about tho time of his arrival; 
how he sought to find his sons, who 
were serving in Sherman's armv; how 
he was captured by the rebels, and, 
though a non-combatant, held a pris- 
oner. 


Judged by this narrative, Cahawba 


prison yielded nothing in atrocity to 
Andcrsonvillo or Belle Island. One of 
the refinements of devilish ingenuity in 
this prison was an extra dead line. The 
usual dead line, which prisoners were 
forbidden to cross, was one within a few 
feet of tho walla of the prison, and must 
be croHsod in an attempt to escape. But 
this extra dead lino was one in front of 
the building in which the prisoners 
lodged, and must bo crossed in going to 
and from tho prison yard ; but on it 
they must not linger on pain of being 
Hhot without warning.

The reflex action of distress 
in hurope will be very much less than 
it would have been several years ago 
but we shall feel it .11 the same as a 
hindrance to returning confidence and 
prosperity.

Several newspapers in various parts 


of tho State arodineusiiing tho question 
of tho rutu of interest on money. Some 
of them think the approaching Legis- 
lature will pass a law reducing the rate 
of interest to live or six per cent, on all 
future contracts. Wo doubt very much 
if the legislature will do anything ot the 
kind. 
Tho conviction is growing more 


and more general that money is worth 
what it will bring, and money loaning 
in this State, at the present time, is 
furnishing plenty of evidence of the 
truth of that theory. 
The allowed rate 


of interest is ten per cent, but money is 
being loaned every day in the week for 
eight, seven or even six por cent. That 
is all it ii worth. 
Borrowers have 


found that now-a-daya, however it may 
huvo been in flush limes, no man can 
afford to pay ten per cent, for tho use 
of money. 
Lenders as well as borrow- 


ers have found out this fact, and con- 
sequently lower rates are beginning to 
prevail, and this without any legislation 
whatever. 


The only advantage about having a 


legal rate of interest at ull, is, that it 
furnishes a safeguard to embarrassed 
debtors against rapacious creditors, At 
tho presort time, when money is really 
worth t.o; more than eight per cent., 
grouping creditors are holding on to ten, 
and justifying themselves with the plea 
that it is the law. They wouldn't have 
tho courage to tako usury, but they have 
no soruplcs in taking the pound of flesh 
so long aa they can keep within the let- 
tor of tho contract which the law allows. 
To prevent this sort of oppression it 
may be well for the Legislature to re- 
dwe the allowed rale of interest, but 
for all ordinary transactions involving 
the borrowing of money, it makes very 
little difference whether there is any 
legal rate of interest or not. 
It may be 


taken tor granted that borrowers will 
not pay any more for the use of money 
that it is worth,— 1'euria Tmnicript.

The insanity which ii said occasionally 


to crop out in the members of the Hoyal 
House of Great Britain is mainly an in- 
heritance from George III., grandfather 
of the present Queen. 
Neither George 


I. nor George II. was absolute!; crazy, 
though tho former's lifelong imprison- 
ment of his wife, and probable complic- 
ity in the murder ot her alleged lover, 
Count Konigsmark, indicated a ferocity 
not far removed from lunacy. Tho poor 
Queen always denied her guilt. 
Then, 


too, George I. hated bis son and succes- 
sor, a hatred which was fully rolumed. 
George II. and hisson,Prince Frederick, 
who died before him, were always at 
sword's points. Frederick's wife, the 
Princes* Augusta of Sure Gotha, was 
described as "an unhealthy woman," and 
from her son, George III., perhaps 
gained an additional taint, He was first 
attacked by insanity before he was 30, 
but recovered BO soon that the fact was 
generally unknown. Ho was once or 
twice crazy between 1788 and 1810, in 
which last year he lost his reason for 
good.

It is 
only charitable to attribute the actual 
wrong-doing!), and tho worse crimes as- 
cribed to the Duke of Cumberland, 
afterward King of Hanover, to maniacal 
obliviousness of the laws of decency as 
well as right, and perhaps the brutal 
severity to his soldiers of the Duko of 
Kent, Queen Victoria's father, to tho 
sumo malign influence. The Queen, 
herself, a well intentionedgentlewoman, 
has been reported to bo the occasional 
victim of spiritualistic delusions and 
other aberrations. Making all duo al- 
lowance for gossip and exaggeration, it 
is well known that her long seclusion 
after the death of her husband was re- 
garded with apprehension, its anything 
but n, manifestation of it healthy mind. 
It in sincerely to bu hoped that the loss 
of lior second daughter and third child, 
the Princess Aliuo, will not prove tti be 
loo much t'ur hur to bcitr. It is thu first 
inroad into tho family circle sin™ the 
death of the I'rinco Consort, with the 
exception of two or three grandchildren 
who died in their infancy. It is grati- 
fying to Ictmi tlml the Queen, though 
grieved, is not ill, but the shock may bo 
felt more after the first excitement has 
passed away.

the prosecuting witness, (the woman 
who has been robbed) held an animated 
consultation with the Itcv. Mr. Nevin, 
court interpreter, after which (no wax 
tapers were lighted, and after being 
brought in contact with the nook of the 
chicken, were stuck in the ground. 
Now began the serious business. A 
formidable piece of 
yellow paper, 


covered with Chinese characters, was 
brought out and handed to Mr. Nevin, 
who declined to receive it saying in 
English that if ho or any white- man 
read it the ceremony would lose much 
of its torcc, ns the witnesses would 
claim that they had not understood 
him. The document was tendered to 
several Chinaman, all of whom refused 
to road it, one saying in good Knglish 
that ho would not read the paper for a 
hundred thousand dollars.

Chinaman was found bravo enough to 
undertake the office. lie read the 
dread formula first to the woman, who 
repeated it no he read. At its conclus- 
ion a large bundle of paper, previously 
prepared, was lighted, over which the 
woman stepped a couple of times, and 
then took possession of the chicken and 
the sacrificial knife, a cleaver-shaped 
implement which had lain by the side 
of the fire during the reading of the 
oath.

Con- 
ductor Kcllry stopped the train at a 
certain point two iinlri east, and Rich- 
ards was taken off, still securely shack- 
led and hand-cuffed, and placed in the 
wagon which wot waiting, Sheriff Martin 
and

him. 
Sheriff Anderson Droeccdcd to- 


Kearney, and responded to tho rush and 
eager quest ions of the assembled crowd 
by ntating that Martin liad stopped off 
with Kichard* at (Irand Island, and will 
bo along to-morrow.
